Negotiations of M ore Trea ties W ith 


T h a t O bject in V ie w Is Recom m end­ 


ed— Industrial Education and Open 


Shop Are Endorsed. 


New York, May 23.—The National 
Association of M anufacturers of the 
United States went on record at Its 
meeting here as in favor of a revision 
of the tariff at the earliest opportunity 
and the negotiation of more reciproc­ 
ity treaties. 
A lively debate preceded the vote, 
which was upon the acceptance of the 
report of the Committee on tariff and 
reciprocity. 
The committee based its 
recommendations 
on a toll 
of tho 
3.('OO members of the association. 
Of 
tho total num ber replying 55 per coni 
declared for immediate revision while 
20 per cent expressed a "hands off" 
sentiment. 
Eight per 
cent believed 
that tie time for revision had not a r­ 
rived and the other 
17 per cent ex­ 
pressed indifference or made noncom­ 
mittal answers. 
An effort to table the report was de­ 
fected and it was adopted as reported. 
The mass of resolutions adopted by 
the association on the closing day of 
its convention included endorsement 
of tho open shop, industrial education, 
the improvement of the consular serv­ 
ice, commendation 
of the 
national 
river and harbor congress, urging the 
president to withhold his approval of 
the new Herman .agreement until the 
testimony of practical producers could 
bo obtained regarding the effects upon 
domestic labor and industry likely to 
follow 
the customs 
adm inistrative 
changes in favor of “export values,’’ 
and opposition to all illegal combina­ 
tions, either of capital or labor. 


Given Added Force. 


This last resolution was given added 
force by the convention’s declared de­ 
termination to raise $1,500,000 to car­ 
ry out a campaign of education con­ 
cerning dictatorial combinations. 
Of 
this campaign of education President 
Van Cleave said: 
“We shall endeavor to assist in 
educating 
the 
public 
in 
industrial 
righteousness. 
W e shall be just as 
ready to oppose unlawful acts by com­ 
binations of capital as those of combi­ 
nations of labor. 
W e 
believe in in­ 
dustrial liberty and we are opposed 
to all forms of Industrial oppression 
and if anybody undertakes to compel 
(J 
anyone to submit to such oppression 
we shall endeavor to assist the party 
so assailed. 
If a man threatens me 
with .a gun. I certainly don’t intend to 
remain quiet. 
W e shall in particular 
endeavor 
to sustain public 
officials 
who 
try to enforce the 
laws. 
And 
wherever m urder or 
violence is re­ 
sorted to, w herever public officials are 
threatened and subjected to outrage. 
we shall do what we ran, whether tile 
officials In question he a judge, a gov­ 
ernor, a sheriff, a mayor, 
a police­ 
man or a juror.” 
Captain H enry A. Castle of St. Paul, 
form* rlv sixth auditor of the United 
States 
treasury, 
in a 
speech 
on 
“Needed Postal Reforms” criticised 
the management of the postoffice de­ 
partment, which he said 
should bo 
placed on a business basis. 
Charles A. Prouty, member of the 
interstate commerce commission, ad­ 
vocated direct control by the govern­ 
ment over the capital accounts of the 
railroads. 
The association re-elected Jam es W. 
Van Cleave of St. Louis president and 
F. H. Stillman of New York treasurer. 
The convention closed with a banquet.

Explosions 
H u rl 
Blazing

Debris and En d a n gers Lives. 


Bismarck, N. D., May 23.—A spec­ 
tacular fire occurred here when the 
plant of the Standard 
Oil company 
burned. 
It was a total loss. 
It is not known how' the fire started. 
An employe had been working In the 
storeroom, which was used solely for 
filling small tanks and barrels from 
the large tanka of kerosene and gaso­ 
line which stood outside. 
The fire started in this room soon 
after tho man left.

Feature of the Session. 


Helsingfors, Finland, May 23.—Fur- 
funnt lo a decree issued by Nicholas, 
emperor of Russia and grunt! duke of 
Finland, th© members of the first sin­ 
gle chamber diet of Finland, elected 
tinder the new constitution, assembled 
for the 
first, time, 
but beyond 
tho 
verification of credentials no business 
was transacted. 
Tho delivery of the 
formal speech opening 
the diet has 
been postponed until Saturday. 
The threatened deadlock 
over the 
choice of a president has been averte d 
by the 
so-called “unholy 
alliance” 
composed of Socialists with 83 votes, 
Young Finns with 25, and the Swedes 
with 24 votes, as a result 
of which 
J u d g e Svinhufvud, 
a member of the 
Young Finn party, 
probably will be 
elected. 
The central figures in the proceed­ 
ings here were nineteen female depu­ 
ties, the first women legislators ever 
elected in Europe. 
Every party in the 
diet counts on" or more women among 
its representatives. 
Several 
of the 
women belong to th© 
old Finnish or 
Swedish nobility and 
there are ten 
workingwomen among the Socialists. 
Their 
ages 
range 
from 
twenty- 
five to fifty-four years. 
Two of them 
have lived in the United States, the 
husband 
of Mmo. Alakulon 
having 
been a miner in Michigan, while Mm©. 
Kiviojn is tho wife op a clergyman who 
spent six years in the United States 
as a sailor missionary. 
The great victory of the Socialists 
at the polls accounts for the presence 
of so many women among the depu­ 
ties.

Washington, May 23.—Tt Is not the 
Intention of tho interstate commerce 
commission to aw alt the result of th* 
proceedings to be instituted against 
E. Ii. Harriman to coml el him to un 
swer certain inquiries that were put 
to him in tho New York investigation 
before taking 
action on the

subject of the investigation.

opinion of m em bers

Sion it may be a year or oven more 
before a final decision can be reache< 
regarding the efforts of the commis 
slim to compel Mr. Harrim an to an 
swer its questions. 
Tin' proceedings 
to tbnt end will be Instituted in the 
courts of i tie Southern district of New 
York the latter part of this month OI 
the first of next month. 
They will b< 
for the purpose of obtaining an order 
from the court to compel Mr. Harri 
man to respond to the inquiries. 
It is 
expected that if the court should isstn 
such an order, Mr. Harrim an may car

to higher

and 
eventually to the 
supreme court of 
the United States. 
Should the Iowan 
court’s 
decision be adverse 
to tie 
commission it is probable that it will 
carry 
the 
m atter 
to

in an untrammeled way. 


Engaged on O th e r W ork . 


Tho case would have been brought 
in the New York courts earlier than 
this, but the attorneys of the commis­ 
sion have been engaged on other im 
portant work. 
The arguments in the 
Standard Oil cases, which are to take 
place In St. Paul, probably next week 
wMll occupy the attention of Attorneys 
Kellogg and Severance of the commis 
aion for several days and they will not 
be able to take up the H arrim an mat 
ter until after that time.

Bonfires flour­

were decidedly improved. 
In a brief turn around parts of tho 
city in the afternoon a 
D i s p a t c h re­ 
porter noted several marked im prove­ 
ments. 
One of tho most noticeable was 
at the residences of M. E. Ryan and 
E. 
A. M cKay. 
They have recently put 
cement walks in front of their resi­ 
dences, and put in cement curbs and 
graded and 
seeded the 
intervening 
space. 
It is an example that others 
might well follow. 
Louis Lee, living on North Second 
street has handsomely graded his lots 
and is getting a ta s ty little homo. 
The Bohemian club has rented the 
site of the old skating rink of F. A. F a r­ 
rar and will put in a tennis court there 
and keep the grounds in tasty shape. 
There are undoubtedly other sim ilar 
improvements in other parts of the city 
which have not fallen under tho notice 
of the reporter. 
But though much in the way of clean­ 
ing up has been done there is yet much 
to do. 
W h at seems peculiar is that the 
situation is the worst right in the heart 
of the city. 
The alleys between Front 
and Laurel and Laurel and Maple, ex­ 
tending from Fifth and Sixth streets, 
respectively are in a deplorable condi­ 
tion and should receive immediate at­ 
tention. 
\\ hen Mayor W ise built the Hansford 
hotel and the Wise block he demon­ 
strated that in order to expeditiously 
build a brick block it was not neeees- 
sary to blockade the sidewalk. 
During 
practicably the entire time of the con­ 
struction of those buildings the public 
had the unobstructed use of the outer 
half of the 
walks. 
It would be in the 
interests of Beautiful Brainerd as w ll 
as a benefit to pedestrians and no detri 
ment to contractors and owners of prop­ 
erty if the mayor would use his ii tiu- 
once to have his own example followed 
this season. 
The employes of contractors are apt 
to dump off old mortar boxes, planks, 
horses, etc., without the slightest re­ 
gard for the shape in which they are 
left. 
A little care exercised in proper­ 
ly arranging these things when stored 
on vacant lots would prevent their be 
ing an eyesore to the public. 
In an in­ 
stance noted yesterday afternoon a con­ 
tractor had almost half the street in 
front of his home occupied as a storage 
ground for such stuff and it can be seen 
for half a dozen blocks.

Ix)s Angeles, Cal., May 23.—Private 
detectives employed by the Southern 
Pacific and deputies of th e sheriff s 
office, in this city joined in the search 
for the men who are believed to have 
caused Wednesday 
m o rn in g ’s disas­ 
trous wreck on the coast line, when 
five ears on 
the coast line 
limited 
plunged over the edge 
pf a trestle 
n ear W est Glendale, ten miles north 
of this city. 
The list of dead 
Is be­ 
lieved to be complete with tho finding 
of the bodies 
of Ja m e s 
Victor, of 
whose antecedents nothing Is known, 
and T. J. McMahon, a S a n ta Barbara 
electrician, who was crushed beneath 
rho baggage car while stealing a ride. 
Victor is believed to h ave met death 
under the same 
conditions, but his 
body was not discovered until the car 
was partially raised from the dry bed 
of the Ar royo Seco. 
T ho injured num­ 
bered a score. 
Physicians in charge of the dozen 
or m ore persons who sustained serious 
injuries report th at 
all the injured 
will eventually recover. 
Iti accomplishing the wreck of the 
train a devilish ingenuity had been 
exercised. 
At a joint 
on a trestle 
over tile Arroyo Seco the fishplates 
and bolts of two connecting rails on 
the southbound track trad been r e ­ 
moved and in the a p e rtu re s whence 
the bolts were taken stra n d s of heavy 
wire were fastened at the end of each 
rail. 
From the a p p earan ce 
of the 
track after the wreck it was evident 
that some person hidden on a hill­ 
side close to the trestle had jiulled the 
wire 
as 
the train 
approached 
and 
spread the rails outward toward the 
edge o f the trestle. 


T ra v e lin g at High Rate of Speed. 


T h e train, three 
hours late, was 
traveling at a rate of between thirty- 
five and forty miles an hour. 
The 
engine wheels were first to leave the 
rails and the engine took to the ties, 
traveling nearly IOO yards before it 
was brought to a standstill.
